School Report, 1880.

To the citizens of Stoddard :—Your schools have been fairly 
successful during the year. The prudential committees were 
reasonably fortunate in selecting teachers. The inhabitants, 
with few exceptions, used due diligence in aiding and encour- 
aging them, the teachers endeavored to do their duty, and the 
children tried to learn. 

Two terms of school were taught in the 1st District. The 
first by Miss E. H. Rogers, commenced May 5, and continued 
8 weeks. Average attendance, 39.9. The winter term, taught 
by Miss G. A. Nutrine, commenced Oct. 27, and continued 9 
weeks. Average attendance, 30.5. Both terms were successful 
considering the large number of scholars, and the age and ex- 
perience of the teachers. 

In District No. 2, the first term, taught by Miss A. I. Brown, 
commenced May 12, and continued 8 weeks. Average atten- 
dance,13. The full term was taught by Miss Mary E. Davis, 
and began Aug. 25, ending the 25th of October — 8 weeks. 
Average attendence, 17 1-15. Good progress was made during 
both terms. Miss Davis is acareful and successful teacher. 

Two terms of school were taught by Miss L. R. Ciayron in 
District No. 3. The summer term conimenced May 19, and con- 
tinued 6 weeks, with an attendance of 5.4 scholars. The fall 
term began Sept 12th and continued 8 weeks. Average atten- 
dance, 4.1. Very good progress was made by the pupils of’ this 
— district. 

Two terms of school were successfully taught by Miss Netty 
KNOwWLrton in the 5th District. The first commenced May 125 
and continued 8 weeks. Average attendance, 20 17-51. The 
second began Sept. Ist, and ended Oct. 18—7 weeks. Average 
attendance, 16. 

In District No. 6 Miss Ipa E. Carter taught two terms. The 
first commenced May 5, and closed July 11—10 weeks. Aver- 
age daily attendance, 14. The second began Sept. 1, and end- 
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ed Nov. 7. Number of scholars, 14. 20 weeksinall. Very 
good progress was made during both terms of +chool in this 
district. 

In District No. 8 the first term was taught by Miss Mary L. 


Rousset, and began May 12, continuing 6 weeks. Attendance, — 


17 41-60. A successful school. 
The fall term, taaght by Miss Ctara Lowett, began Sept. 


14 and closed Nov. 14—9 weeks. Average daily attendance, — 


23 12-9). Some trouble crept into school dnring this term, 
but the citizens of the district met and settled it satisfactorily 
among themselves. Miss Lowell is an energetic teacher and, 
with the exception referred to, the term was a successful one. 

In District No. 9 the first term, and only one of the year, was 
taught by Miss I. L. Heata ; commencing May 12 and continu- 
ing 8 weeks. Attendance 7. Very good progress was made by \ 
the pupils during the term. 


1 have been well pleased with the continued efforts of all the 
teachers, and the aptness of the children to learn rote lessons. 
I am, however, impressed with the idea that the manner of 
teaching is not sufficiently practical; that there is too much 
time consumed in learning very much that is almost useless to 
the large marjority of our children and too little spent in ac 
quiring the useful. spa 

Few of our children can derive benefits from a knowledge of 
Africa, but they all need to know very much about their town, 
county and state. It is most important to adopt a course of 
training calculated to fix the children’s minds near home, and 
learn them to utilize natural surroundings. 

Had this plan been followed during the.last 50 years we need 
not see the deserted school distriets, abandoned farms, and oth- 
er neglected interests that trouble us now. 

We could render our school-yards much more attractive by 
planting a tew trees, vines, and flowers, the children would care 
for and cultivate them, during recess. 

By united and continued efforts we can place our schools in a 
most flourishing condition, and then will follow general success.
